Se 
Miller testified ‘that the shortage of ham was discovered 
and a lot of stores that were known to be surplus were 
charged instead of the ham.’ The findings of *Not guilty’ 
of the excepted words indicated are disapproved. The sen- 
tence is approved, in order that the gulity party may not 
—— escape punishment. The evidence shows that Sergt. 
Miller failed in being sufficiently honest to report to Lieut. 
Ord the actual stores on hand, as wel! as those sold. His 
idea of honesty seems to have extended to securing correct 
papers, regardiess of the facta. It isin these actions that 
capable men in the Service, sometimes fail in guarding the 
purity of their official statements, and thus fiod themselves 
ved in transactions that sully their otherwise excellent 

rds. Sergt. Miller is fortunate that the court hag been 

so lenient in its findings and sentence, and he should jearn 

from this trial that honesty as to facts, instead of apparent

THE. KEARSARGE AND NANTUCKAT. 

ConsIDERABLE anxiety was excited by the news- 
papers the fore the week in regard to the 
whereabouts and safety of the U.S.8. Kearsarge and 
the monitor Nantucket. which left New York Aug. 
27 for Wilmivgtonv, N. C.,and were caught in the 
great gale off Hatteras Monday, Aug. 28. Happily 
the suggestions that the vessels bad foundered haye 
proved as unfounded as such conjectures generally 
are. It is the unexpected that b Both ves- 
sele experienced an exceptionally rough voyaze, 
but by good management and judgment they were 
brought safely into barbor without any ty. 
The Kearsarge. Comdr. Crowninshield, with the 
monitor, Nantucket, in command of Lieut. Hosley, 
in tow, started from New York on the morning of 
Sunday, Aug. 27. The weather, which was threat- 
ening from the start, grew worse as the ship went 
soutb, and on Aug. 30 it grew very bad. The Kear- 
sarge bad out two nine-iach bawesers in towing the 
Nantucket, and when about —— miles off 
Cape Hatteras on the latter day the pitching and 
tossing of the vessels in the tremendous seas broke 
the second hawser-. The first parted * in the day, 
and was lost. A despatch from Norfolk says: 

“The iron-clad then rolled and pitched all night, 
and with steam up kept her head to the wind. The 
ship bebaved as well as such a ship could, but every- 
body suffered the greatest discomfort imaginable. 
Before dark the Kearsarge signalled Lieut. Holsey 
that she would stand by the monitor, but very soon, 
though the green signals from the Kearsarge could 
be seen from the monitor, the red signals from the 
Nantucket could not be seen by the Kearsarge. The 
huge wavesin the meantime swept the decks and 
buried the iron-clad constantly, and she made con- 
siderable water below, chiefly through the anchor 
well. Water also beat its way in the hatches. One 
of the guns in the turret got loose in the night, and 
for awhile it loo#ed as if the Nantucket would share 
the fate of the monitor on nearly thesame spot. At 
daybreak on Tuesday morning, Aug. 29, nothing 
could be seen of the Kearsarge in any directionp, and 
the Nantucket, being still in the storm, started for 
Hampton Roads, and passed in the capes of Dela- 
ware at 10 o’clock on the morning of Aug. 29. Not 
long afterward the Kearsarge was seen coming in, 
and ail on that sbip were delighted to see that 
the monitor bad successfully weatbered the storm, 
aa they were confident she bad foundered. The tug 
Katie then assisted the Nantucket, and she came up 
to the yard.” 

The following telegram was received by Secretary 
Herbert on the afternoon of Aug. 30: 

“ Fortress Monroe, VA, Aug. 30. 
Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C.: 

“ Kearsarge aud Nantucket arrived hare. Heavy 
gale Monday near Hatteras parted tow lines. Ves- 
sels separated during night. Rendezvous appointed 
at Hampton Roads. Kearsarge overtook Nantucket 
near Cape Henry this afternoon. Both ships pro- 
ceed on to Norfolk Yard. CROWNINSHIELD.”’ 

One ©f the officers, giving an accountof the Nan 
tucket s ex perience, says: - 

“Tbe Kearsarge plunged heavily, with onlv storm 
staysails set to steady her, while the Nantucket sim- 
ply dived into the green seas as though she intended 
to go under instead of over them. As far aft as the 
turret the deck was covered trom six to eight feet 
with warer most of the time. 

“Occasionally, as tbe Kearsarge would forge 
ahead a little, the Nantucket wouid seem to settle 
back with a sort of sullen resistance to being further 
dragged through the seas. Then the bawsers would 
tauten and strain, while a dreadful kind of 
shiver would run through both ships, as if 
bn very frames were racked by the stress put on 

em. 

“ Again, the Nantucket would pitch forward into 
ab oncoming wave with a sort of passionate eager - 
pese to mest the water half way. Down and on she 
would go, with a motion that recalled to me the 
quaint old Latin phrase, ‘Facilis descensus Averni.’ 
A solid wall of green sea would come rolling up to 
the turret, hiding from sight éverything forward. 
Would she ever comeup? Yes; there would bea 
blow upon the hull and the armor clad citadel), the 
ship would stagger aod roll from side to side with 
the weight of water on her decke, and then, pant- 
ing and laboring like an overiaden animal, she 
, would raise her nose above the surface and plunge 
OD again. 

“As the constant plunging continued the seams 
in the deck were opened and water came trickling 
through. Around the base of the turret great leaks 
began to develop, and water also began to work in 
between the main bull and the upper part, called 
the overhang. lt was evident that something must 
be done. As the wind and sea worked around to 
full south it became impossible to hold even steer- 
age way} and when the towing hawseis parted there 
was only one resource left us—to run for the capes 
of the Chesapeake. The Kearsarge kept as close by 
as she dared, but when nigot came down we soon 
lost sight of each other. 

“The Nantucket is leaking in so many places that 
it is hard to tell whether she will ever be fit for sea 
agair, but we are here at the Navy-yard for orders 
and repairs.” 

The Kearsarge, which seem to have come through 
the storm witnout serious injury, will remain at 
Norfolk for further instructions. 








The small-arm board which is considering the cal- 
ibre of rifle to be adopted for the Navy’s use is now 
at Newport. They will soon settle this question 
and will in all probability detormine on the 30-cali- 
bre as the best for the service, though they se- 
riously thought of recommending a emalier calibre 
when they first met. The Department will then 
issue a circular to inventors of the country, caliing 
upon them to submit svrecimens of their designs for 
consideration by the Ordnance Bureau, with & view 
to adopting ope forthe Navy. The Ordnance Bu 
reau will manufacture the barrel, and will only re- 
quire inventors to submit their designs for breech 
mechanism and shoulder piece. The barrels will 
be marufactured at the Winchester Works. Fully 
5,000 rifles are necessary to arm the Nayy.

REPORT ON THE KEARSARGE. 


 -_— 
Onrrep States STEAMSHIP KEARSARGE, 
NORFOLK, Vua., Au«. 30. 

I have the honor to report that, oayiag sailed from New 
York on Aug. 25 with the monitor Nantucket io tow of the 
Kearsarge, I parted company with that vessel on the night 
the 28'b during a beavy southerly gale, the vessei at that 
time being twenty-five miles north -northeast from Cape 
Hatteras. The weather from the time of leaving New York 
was fine up to the night of Sunday, the 27tb, though a long 
swell from tbe south and east bad been experienced almost 
continually from the time of leaving Sandy Hook. 

During Sunday night and early Monday tne wiod fresh- 
ened from tbe southeast into a iresh gale, bringing a 
heavy strain on the two cables and causing the Nantucket 
to labor very mucb, at one time throwing her forefoot and 
overbang out of water and then tbrowiog ber forward 
part deep in the next sea,enormous masses of water going 
over ber bull. 

At9A M. Monday the Nantucket made the following sig- 
nal: “Wearetaking in wateras fast as we can pump it 
out.” At1226P.M.tbe smallerof the two tow lines, an 
eight-inch hawser belonging to this sbip, parted, leaving 
the ten-inch line remaining. As this was aa excellent new 
line I was in hopes it would hoid out until the gale abated, 
andto reducethe strainon itas muchas possible I ran 
the Kearsarge’s engines as slow as I could and keep steer- 
ing way. in the face of the gaie this required nearly our 
full power, 

At 330 Pp. M. Monday, August 27. the ten-inch line part- 
ed where it was clinched to the Nantueket's towing bridle. 

The sea of Monduy was very heavy. eourmous masses of 
water going-over the Monitor every moment, the turret at 
times beiog completely out of sight in the foam ana sheets 
of spray. Onaccount of the gale and the sea it was diffi- 
= as welias dangerous to keep the vessels near each 
otber. 
lat once signaled the Nantucket that if we separated 
during the night we woulda reovezyv ous at Hampton Roads, 
though I modified this by a subsequent signal that if the 
weather aod sea were finethe next morning totry and 
make for Cape Hatteras. During the first part of the nignt 
(Monday) we fired a green signal every bour, wbich was ap- 
‘swered by the Nantucket. About A. M. Tuesday we 
parted company trom the Nantukeet. 

Tuesday morning the wind was still blowing a stiff gale, 
abifting tothe south. Beiog unable tu see anything of the 
Nantucket on Tuesuay morning, | decided to run the Kear- 
sarge on and offshore in parailel lines, about seven or 
eignt miles apart, hoping thus to flad the Nantucket. Tues- 
day night we cootinued working on and off to tne north- 
ward, makiog night signals every where. 

Wednesday morning I ran for Cape Henry and when w 
mrere pearly up with the cape wesighted the Nantucket 
‘steaming siowly in. Every one on board the Kearsarge 
was greatly relieved to see her, as 1 bad expe:jenced grave 
doubts as to ber safety. 

Iam informed by Lieut. Hosley, commanding the Nan- 
tuckets that enormous quantities of water found their 


way down her batches through her decks and hawee piper. 
Atonetime she hadas much assix teetof water in ber 
bold, and only by great «ffort was sbe able to clear her 

iiges so »8s to pump it out. Lieut. Hosley informs me 
tbat the Nantutket will not be abie to be taken to Wilming- 
ton until cermin repairs are uade tober. The Kearsage is 
ready for service.

ARMY REORUITING. 


Iv any further evidence is needed to show the 
suffering caused by the present financial depression 
it is furnished by the Army recruiting depot. Not 
since the war can the oldest recruiting officer recall 
the time when there were so many applicants for 
enlistment in the Army as during the past few 
months. Good mechanics,-mill men, and laboring 
men generally, we are told, are clamoring to get in 
the Army, and all because the financial stringency 
has taken away their means of earning a livelihood, 
So numerous have been the applications for enlist- 
ment recently that the Army, for the first time in 
many years, have practically closed the recruiting 
offices. Instructions have recently been issued 
stopping all enlistments for the mounted servicé 
and for the colored regiments. This has become 
necessary because the large increase in recruits re- 
eently has brought the total enlisted force very close 
to the twenty-five thousand allowed by law. At 
the present rate of enlistments it will be necessary 
to close down the recruiting offices entirely in a 
very few weeks, 

While the business depression that produces this 
result is greatly to be regretted, it is fortunate that 
the Army should be able to get such an excellent 
glass of men The rules of enlistment have never 
been more rigid than at the present time, and the 
time cannot be recalled when there were so many 
rejections, and yet the Army has all the men it 
wants. Returns just completed at the War Depart- 
ment show that of the twenty-five thousand two 
hundred and ninety-four applicants for enlistment 
during the past fiseal year at the various recruiting 
rendezvous only six thousand six hundred and 
ninety-seven were accepted. In some of the large 
cities like New York and Boston over ninety per 
cent. of the applicants were rejected. During the 
past twenty days twenty-five hundred have applied 
for enlistment. Only a very small percentage, 
however, were aceepted, partly because reeruiting 
for the mounted serviee and colored regiments have 
been stopped, and also because the recruiting offi- 
ees are in a position to be more choice in their se- 
lection in consequence of the large number to 
choose from. 

Present conditions offer an excellent opportunity 
for filling the Army with a select class of men. Our 
officers have been able in a measure to divert 
the force of the blow directed against them by the 
law abolishing old soldiers, and it has to some ex- 
tent served a useful purpose in ridding the Service 
of some who appear to have been retained more be- 
cause of charitable considerations than because of 
their efficiency. The Army and the country are both 
entering upon new conditions and it would be well 
if they could adjust themsel\<» .o each other. The 
opportunities for obtaining employment are lessening 
as the country grows and the elements of discon- 
tent are increasing. New problems, industrial and 
socialistic, are being agitated, and it is contrary to 
experience that they should be settled without fer- 
ment and disturbance. To what extent these will 
grow no man can tell, but there is a rising tide of

hundred millions are net those that prevailed dar- 
ing our days of prituitive simplicity, and even out 
of our comparatively primitive conditions arose a 
great social disturbance ending in war. The les- 
sons of that war are unhappily nearly forgotten and 
soon will disappear. And what then? Whatever 
betide, military experience and training are the 
chief factors of value in time of disorder and no 
one will waste time devoted to acquiring them. 





THE question as to the seagoing qualities of the 
monitor type could never be thoroughly tested by 
the vessels representing it which have come to us as 
a legacy from the war, but even they, to say the 
least of it, have astonished the country by keeping 
afloat when it was expected that they would sink, as 
in the case of the recent escape of the Nantucket 
from the fury of a tempest which sorely tried the 
most seaworthy of vessels. The late Admiral John 
Rodgers, U.S. N., reporting his experienees with 
the monitor Weehawken, under similar conditions, 
in a sea “about thirty feet high,” said: ‘She rose 
and fell with the waves, and I concluded that the 
monitor form had seagoing qualities. If leaks were 
prevented no hurricane could injure her. The waves 
rose furiously across the deck. Instead of spend- 
ing their force against the side, as in an ordinary 
vessel, they swept harmlessly by.” In a private 
jetter the designer of the original monitor said: 
“The monitors have not only proved sea boats, but 
they are life boats on a large scale which cannot per- 
ish in any hurricane or raging sea, provided there is 
water under their bottoms and their deck openings 
are properly closed. The sinking of the original 
monitor was caused by raising her turret before go- 
ing to sea, and then putting oakum under its base. 
The turret on being let down rested on a few thick 
lumps, the sea washing out the rest and producing a 
leak of some fifty feet in extent, admitting more 
water than the pumps could take away. But the 
vessel did not go down in an instant, as reported, 
for it took full four hours before the stream of 
water under the turret overpowered the pumps. 
The monitor Weehawken went down at anchor in 
Charleston harbor during a gale, the forward deck 
hatch having been left open and remaining so for 
fifteen minutes, while the sea made a clean breach 
over the vessel. We have now positive evidence 

that both seams and rivets of that vessel remained 
as sound as in the Passaic.” The reference to the 
Passaic is in allusion to the fact that she was taken 
out of the water, in answer to the most positive dec” 
laration on the part of those on board of her that 
the overhang had torn away, and it was found that 
not a single rivet was started.

In the Socialistic Congress, recently held in 
Switzerland, considerable difference arose upon the 
subject ef war. They wereall against but that re- 
fused to adopt the proposition of the French dele- 
gates and those of the Low Oountries, that all 
workmen should respond to any declaration of war 
by refusing to do military duty and by a general 
strike. It was pointed out that this would pre- 
vent mobilization everywhere but in Russia and 
the result would realize Napoleon’s prophecy of a 
Cossack despotism. It was urged that the true 
way to paralyze militarism was to fill the barracks 
and the Parliaments with the socialistic spirit. 
Eventually it was resolved that the ‘‘International- 
Revolutionary Socialistic-Democracy” should in 
every country and with all the forces in its power 
rise up against the chauvinistic appetites of the 
dominant classes ; that it should draw closer the 
bonds of solidarity between the workmen of every 
land; that it should work without cessation to 
conquer capitalism. The overthrow of capitalism 
would mean universal peace.

Another has lately been 
received by Capt. H. F. Hodges, U.S. A., Sioux City, 
Iowa, for use on a snag boat. The launch plying 
between Washington navy-yard and the Gun Prov- 
ing Ground at Indian Head also contains one, and 
two more are now ready for delivery to Captain 
Frederick Rodgers, U, 8. N. for harbor service, and 
to P. A. Engmeer Albert F. Dixon, U. 8. N., for use 
on the new Commandant’s barge at the Brooklyn 
Navy: yard.

It will be decided news to 
many ‘that official suggestions made with a view to 
the welfare of the military establishment have ha- 
bitually received due consideration, etc.’ Of course 
young officers anxious for improvement will learn 
after a time that when Upton, Gibbon and a host of 
good fighting generals could make no impression on 
our bureau system, that they may as well pocket 
enthusiasm and ambition, or else do like the rest of 
us, try and get in the staff. An excellent officer 
told the writer a few years ago, before he resigned, 
that it was a grave mistake to kick against the 

staff, for if line officers would stand back the staff 

would have no difficulty in securing a banquet, and 
then the line would come in for some crumbs, 

whereas by kicking all the time they (the line) get 
nothing. In all candor, with malice towards none 
and good will to all, it is frankly submitted that the 

Army is not ‘going to the dogs;’ that the adminis- 
tration of affairs in recent years has not commanded 

the entire confidence of the line of the Army; that 

it will require much more than official suggestions 
to weed out the bad parts of our system, and that 
our interference in this matter must now close in 
order that the adjutant may not be kept waiting 

for our answers to the nine hundred and fifty-seven 
questions about other people’s business nec essary to 
complete the annual inspection report. Beg pardon 

for obtruding personal woes of this kind ; besides, 
about ninety-nine per cent. of post commanders 
have already officially suggested that this list of 
questions may no longer be flung at us during tar- 
get season, and without doubt these will receive the 
due consideration referred to in course of time- 
Now, youthful enthusiasts, rein in your steed a 

trifle, and donot sign your articles. Remember, 

your youthful enthusiasm will cause some to accuse 
you of not having a large enough hat, but by-and- 

bye some long-headed Congressman will take hold 

ofthe Army and you car enjoy hearing him get 

cussed out.” 


A RECENT court-martial case in the Department 
of the Platte would seem to indicate that the re- 
quirements of the 128th Article of War in regard to 
the periodica) reading of the Articles to the troops 
are not always strictly complied with. The cere- 
monial is an excellent one, and, in our opinion, 
should always be made as impressive as possible. 














Tux abuse of privates of the German Army by

Finally, the Vorwaerts appeals to the Emperor to 
carry out his scrupulous regard for military law 
and let his oldest son fare as would any other lieu- 
tenant under similar conditions.

The Senate Military Committee held a meeting 
last week for the consideration of the Army nomi- 
nations. It will not begin the consideration of leg- 
islative business until it is definitely determined 
whether the extra session will continue until the 
regular session. Only one measure of interest to 
the service was introduced ia the Senate during the 
week. That was Mr. McPherson's bill providing for 
retirement after thirty years’ service in the Navy. 
We are authoritatively informed that Paymaster 
John Clyde Sullivan, recently tried on Mare Island, 
Cal., on charges of embezzlement and irregularities 
in bis accounts, was sentenced to dismissal. The 
court-martial papers were brought to Washington 
on Aug. 28 by Lieut. Perry Garst, Judge Advocate 
ofthe Court. The aco was found guilty of all 
the charges. Before acting on the papers the Sec- 
retary will givea hearing to Mr. Sullivan and his 
counsel. 

The question of transferring the Revenue Outter 
Service from che Treasury to the Navy will doubt- 
less be agitated again during the present Congress. 
A committee representing the officers of the Rev- 
enue Cutter Service have begun preliminary work 
in the way of interesting members of the Adminis- 
tration inthe project. They hope to secure the 
hearty endorsement of both Secretaries Her bert 
and Carlisle. Without the approval of both de- 

artments, they say, they will not attempt to secure 

egisiation. To further strengthen the chances of 

euccess an effort will be made to confer with naval 
officers with the view to drafting a measure which 
will meet with their approval, and thus harmonize 
all differences before bringing the project tothe at- 
tention of Congress. If this is found impracticable 
an effort will then be made to increase the scope of 
the investigation of the personnel of the Navy by 
the proposed joint commission of Congress, to em- 
brace tbe question of transfer. The resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a commission has 
already been draited by Mr. Cummings, and will be 
submitted to the House on the very first bill day.

Dept. of Texas.—Brig.-Gen. Frank Wheaton. 


A telegram received at the War Department Aug. 
8Lfrom Gen. Wheaton, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas, conveys information of a high-hand- 
ed P ing on the part of Mexican customs offi- 
cial. Tne commanding efficer at Fort Rioggold, 
Tex., received a letter from the Sheriff of Hidalgo 
county, reporting that just below Havana, about 
miles from that port,a party of armed men had 
crossed over from Mexico and seized a flock of 3,000 
sheep grazing on a tract of land claimed b rties 
on both sides of the Rio Grande and which will 
come up in the courts in October. They bad arrest- 
ed the man in charge and were driving the sheep 
across into Mexico, when Capt. Forbush insisted 
upon reading the Mcxican official’s instructions and 
found that he had authority to taketwo armed 
assistants, while he actually had a baad of 
twenty armed men behind him. They drew their 
arms upon the appearance of the troop:. bnt find- 
ing Capt. forbush’s detachment prepared they 
dropped their weapons. Aftera conference it was 
agreed between the two parties to take no further 
action until the next day. Gen. Wheaton has in- 
structed Capt. Forbush to hold the sheep and the 
Mexicans in charge of them until further orders, 
and to use any force necessary to preventany armed 
Mexicans from returning to Mexico. He asks the 
Department for further instructions. His action 
has been approved by the War Department and

NAVAL ACADEMY, 


Tux Board of Visitors to the U. S. Naval Acade- 
my, in their annual report, recommend that the 
standard for admission shouid be lowered in certain 
respects, and that some of the branches upon which 
candidates are now examined should be taught dur- 
ing the first. year; that candidates should be ad- 
mitted about June 1, and after admussion should re- 
main at the Academy during part of the summer; 
thatthe cruise of the cadetsaftera four years’ 
course at the Aeademy should be discontinued and 
the entire cadet course—six years—should be at the 
Academy, and ip the practice ship connected with 
the Academy; that the present four years’ course 
should be spread oversix years with longer periods 
allotted to practice cruise, and more professional 
instructors; that the 31 and 5th Classes should have 
practice work from May 22 to July 15, and should 
then have leave until Oot. 5, and that no leaves 
should be nted to other classes; that the practice 
ships should bave a commanding officer, one execu- 
tive and two instructorr, and the ships to be other- 
wise officered by cadete of the lst and 21 Classer, 
who will perform the duties of navigator and waton 
and division officer. Other recemmendations are as 
follows: hat regulations be adopted permitting 
admission on probation for a riod of three 
months; that legislation be enact prohibiting re- 
appointment of dismissed cadets; that all naval 
schools and institutions be consolidated under one 
management at Aunapolis. The report concludes 
with a reeommendation for the appointment of a 
commission of experte to he composed of naval 
officers and other eminent teachers or instructors 
to obtain an exhaustive report upon possible and * 
practicable reforms and improvements in the mat- 
ter of detail in the instruction and the academic 
course of the Naval Academy,

The front end of cylinder crane fits

ed, The crand and cylinder in the closed position are 
locked into the frame by the cylinder latch, which slides 
longitudinally on the left side of the frame, and a central 
projection of which enters a corresponding reeess in the 
ratchet. When the latch is drawn backward by thetbhumb, 
the crane carrying the cylinder is free to swing out to the 
left. The ratchet and ejector form one in P 
and the ejector rod revolves with the cylinder; the ejec 
tor rod pesses through acentral chamber in the cylinder 
arbor and the end prejects from the front unver bar- 
rel, where a knob is fitted to it,and a spiral spring La | 
= w — on the rod, serves to hold the ejector and 
orward. 

When the cylinder is swung out, pressure on the front end 
of ejector rod willempty the chambers of the cylinder, 
after which the spring retracts the ejector to its p le 
sboulder on the frame prevents the cylinder from sliding 
rearward off its arbor. 

A bevel onthe faceof the latch movesthe same back, 
when thecylinder isswung into place,and the latch is 
closed by the spring, locking the cylinder into the frame, 
Io order to render impossibie accidental firing, which 
might result if the bammer could remain at, or be brought 
to full cock, while the cylinder is out of the frame, and 
therefore, out of line, there is a slot in the end of the crane 
pivot, into which a projection on front of trigger enters, so 
that when the bamwmer is in position for firing, the cylinder 
cannot be moved, nor can the bammer be raised until the 
cylinder has returne* to its fixed position inthoframe. A 
cap on — right sideof frame, held by two screws, covers 
the lock. 

The jimb work of the lock consists of a hammer and strut, 
strut spring and stirrup, trigger, band and soring. recoil 
ever. bolt and spring, main spring and rebound spring. 
The strut beivg pivoted to the hammer, the revolver can be 
fired, either by bringing it to cock with the thumb, or by 
lifting the haxmer simply pulling the trigger. The re- 
bound lever is pivoted under tbe bamwer, its rear end sup-

Another armor plate will be attacked at the 
Naval Ordnance Proving Ground at Indian Head, 
on Saturday next.

In the attack which will 
be made on the plate the nickel-steel gun will be 
used and three shots will be fired.

The London Daily Telegraph thinks that the 
days of gunpowder as a charge for naval guns are 
numbered, as some experiments just concluded at 
the Government proof butte, Woolwich, appear to 
prove 8 decided superiority tor cordite. A six-inch 
quick-firing gun was loaded with 29 pounds 14 ounces 
of the ordinarv black gunpowder, and yielded a 
velocity of 1,890 feet per second, with a pressure 
strain on the gun of 15 tons per square inch. The 
same gun was charged with 14 pounds 3 ounces of 
cordite, and gave a velocity of 2,274 feet per second 
and a pressure of 152 tons. More important still, 
pod — rounds had been fired there were no signs 
of ervsion.
